DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on July 2, 2008 has been entered. 

Applicant further filed a supplemental amendment September 5, 2008. Claims 2, 4-1 9, 
24 and 26 are currently pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 2, 4-1 9, 24 and 26 allowed over the prior art of record. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a scanning probe 
microscope as claimed, more specifically in combination with: a feedback mechanism 
responding based on a variation in an average value of the at least one parameter away from a 
predetermined set value; having an oscillation amplitude of at least one micrometer; providing 
readings that are continually made to form an image corresponding to at least two variations of 
the measured parameters during each oscillation, is not disclosed or made obvious by the prior 
art of record. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the 
issue fee.
